All other classes are organized 
and look after their interests on 
tills line. Wiiy shoiihl not the 
f irniers do likewise'i* Kvery law 
rejrulating rates, and every de- 
cision of the courts sotting: these 
law8 aside, or practically nullify- 
ing them, is of vital interest to 
the farmer. 

The question of getting his pro- 
duce to market is an important 
one.
